Thanks to complaints from Robert- 
son and thousands of others, inspectors 
witii tlie Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services were able to crack down 
on Federal Home Care and its owner, 
Mark Mickman. A federal judge has shut 
down the company and frozen its assets, 
and Mickman has been indicted on mul- 
-tiplc counts of mail-frnudrobstruction- • 
of justice and money-laundering. (Mick- 
man has responded; "No comment, 
pending litigation.") 

Unfortunately, cases like this aren't 
unusual. Medicare, which already is reel- 
ing from the skyrocketing cost of health 
care, has become a magnet for crooked 
doctors, high-powered scam anists and 
iinsciiipulous insurance companies. Bil- 
lions of taxpayer dollars are lost each 
year to waste and fraud, and many say 
tlie situation is likely to get worse.

Ironically, at a time when the health- 
care budget is.growing at' three times 
rthoTQte ofrinfiation; t he ' Officenf I tF 
spector General is facing cutbacks. Be- 
tween fiscal years 1991 and 1992, Med- 
icare and Medicaid grew by $34 billion, 
-but the inspector-general's budget shrank 
13 percent, and the investigative staff 


Still, successful Medicare prosecu- 
tions have risen from 20 in 1982 to 163 
in fiscal year 1991. 

Michael Dyer, inspector general for 
the Chicago region, says that one rea- 
son for the rise in productivity is the in- 
creasing aggressiveness his depanmem 
uses in pursuing civil sanctions. In south- 
ern Ohio, for example, the inspector 
general’s office has joined with the at- 
torney general, the FBI and several oili- 
er agencies to form the Southern Dis- 
trict of Ohio Health Care Task Force. 
Recently, the task force has begun to 
seize bank accounts and other assets 
from people it is investigating. “The 
seizure of assets is a common tactic in 
the war on drugs,” says U.S. Attorney 
-Michael Critesr^Q-leadsihetask f oro . 
“It will now become a common tactic 
in the war on health-care fraud.” -- 
But there still arc problems. For ex- 
ample. prosecutors who tried to crack 
down on mobile labs found that their 
investigation yielded slight results. Mo- 
bile labs first became popular in Cali- 
fornia and Florida during the '80s. The 
lobs would show up at retirement homes 
orshopping centers arid offer ftec med- 
ical exams — such os blood-pressure 
tests and other routine diagnostic pro- 
cedures— in exchange for Medicare 
numbers. Law-enforcement officers es- 
timate these labs cost the government 
and private insurers more than SI bil- 
lion overa 10-ycar period. 

After a six-year investigation, the gov- 
ernment indicted 12 lab operators. One 
. person was convicted and sent to jail, 
-but Medicare has not-bcen able to re- 
cover any money to date. Three privaic 
insurers also won a civil award of more . 
than $1 8 million, butthey have been un- 
able to collec t the ir rinmng e*;. . IT

Experts estimate that before the 
“secondflry^hysrprovislonrwere' 
written into law five years ago, the 

f ovemment was paying out about 
3 billion a year that-sbould have 
been picked up by private insuihrs. 
Since the new reflations, federal 
auditois say. Medicare still pays out 
anywhere between $300 miUion and 
$900 million a year in unnecessary 
claims. 

— ;^Sourcfts'blanie much'of this on 
an inherent conflict of interest with- 
in the insurance companies. Since 
the same comply often acts os both 
a private carrier and a Medicare 
contractor, it often is easier and 
more costreffective for them to 
process a claim on the Medicare 
side rather than pay out of pocket. 

Medicare also wastes money by 
admitting people for overnight ^ys 
when they don’t ne^ them. One re- 
cent study says that 37 percent of 
- the overnight stays paid by-Mcdi- 
•'carc lacked sufficient medical jus- 
rificflfion. Tn ves tigators estimate tluU 
up to $200 million a ye^ could 5c 
saved by reducing the number of 
one-day admissions.

T he ceiling • 

tiles fell in on 
a classroom at 
Ysleta High 
School in El 
Paso, Tex., a 
few years ago 
and ruined a 
bank of com- 
puters. This 
summer, when I visited the school in 
the lower Rio Grande Valley, the facade 
snorted an unsightly array of broken 
windows — although, to be fair, a con- 
struction crew was hard at work, up- 
grading the battered old building for the 
fall’s classes. Paul Cain, the choi^on of 
the math department, was camped out 
amid the dust. From his enthusiasm, you 
might have concluded that he had just 
won the lottery, or at least been told that 
Ysleta was getting a new building. But 
he was ta lkin g about a subject that ex- 
cited him more than money or real es- 
. tate. He was talking about his students. 


“We've got these kids fired up." he 
said of the mainly Hispanic, mainly poor 
teenagers he teaches and coaches. "They 
know they’re as smart as anybody else, 
and can do anything if they work hard.” 
At first sight, Ysleta looks like an ed- 
ucator’s nightmare — a sprawling brick 
pile smack in the middle of a barrio 
where unemployment is high and hope 
is slim. In the parking lot 34 portable 
classrooms have been trucked in to han- 
dle the school's overflow population. A 
boy (not an Ysleta student) was killed on 
the steps of the school Iasi November 
in a gong fight. You can. if you insist, 
make Paul Cain concentrate on the 
building’s physical shortcomings and 
troubled location, but the cdihment you 
get is along the lines of: “Hey. this is bet- 
ter than it was." He'd much rather spend 
his time talking about the school’s kids. 

■ Most people who visit Ysleta these 
day s want to talk about five k ids in par- 
ticuiar — Alicia Ayala, Jesus Martinez. 
Enrique Arzaga, Liliana Ramirez and 


DatddVUlaneal— members of the Class 
of ’92 who arc known locally as the 
■Ysleta Five. Although Alicia’s parents 
come horn Mexico, and Liliana leonied 
English as a second language, and none 
had the material advantages that some 
kids think of os necessities of life, these 
students made history this year. All five 
were accepted by.the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of T echnology — one of the world's 
most exclusive universities, where tu- 
ition is S18.000 a year. And dl received 


substantial financial aid. They some- 
times are referred to as the MIT'Five, 
even though one of them. Alicia, chose 
to attend the University of Texas at El 
Paso, instead of MIT. 

Getting five students into MIT is a 
. remarkable accomplishment for any 
school, but the MIT Five are a little be- 
mused over their status as local celebri- 
ties. "I don't think there's anything spe- 
cial about our year," said David Vil- 
larreal— class salutatorian, forward on 
the basketball team and aspiring me- 
■ ■ehanlcal'enginecr.“"Thlrhas'bcen go- 
ing on at Ysleta for a long time.” 
Nobody says Ysleta is perfect. The 
school loses 5.2% of its students as 
dropouts each year. “We've got to do 
better than that,” said Roger Parks; an 
administrator in the Ysleta school sys- 
tem. But this public school has com- 
piled an impressive record with its top 
students, sending them to colleges like 
MIT, Harvard, Stanford, Cornell, Vassal, 
West Point and the Air Force Academy. 
Its graduates have become doctors, law- 
yers and engineers. And, on standardized 
tests, its students stack up well with 
those at the nation’s most prestigious

“Our teach- 
ers won’t accept complacency — in 
themselves or their students." he said.

lential,” said Alicia Ayala, the Class of 
’92 valedictorian. 

But academic competitions alone do 
not get students into top colleges. In 
Texas, school administrators have 
unique latitude to recruit and hire gift- 
ed teachers — and to fire those who arc 
not performing. Every student and grad- 
uate I spoke with rattled off a list of 
teachers who had encouraged him or 
her. “There’s a unique interaction be- 
tween students and teachers here," Mon- 
ica Escarzaga told me. “I became very 
close to several of them." Monica grad- • 
uated from Harvard this year and l»gan 
Yale medical school in the fall. 

Over and over, I heard stories about 
teachers who refused to let their stu- 
dents do less than their best. “I had a 
very good relationship with Mr. 
Hawkins," David Villarr^ told me. "I 
told him I might go to the local branch 
of the state university. He was like, ‘No 
way!' He insisted that I apply to MIT. It 
was like he knew what I was capable 
of, -and he had to make sure that /knew.”

soreness or heaviness, wei^c loss, fatigue, early degenerative arthritic 
changes, anemia and a depressed immune system response. Eventually 
they could develop kidney damage and muscle breakdown. 

Excrcisd addiction — whether physiological, psychological or both — 
will present typical symptoms upon withdrawal, such as anxiety, tension, 
guilt, muscle-twitching and restlessness. Running is the most common 
activity for addicts, followed by-bicycling and aerobics. 

A recent article in The Physician and Sporismedicine gave these 
characteristics of exercise addiction: 

• Recurrent overuse injuries, with no signs of improvement 

• Weight loss— • 

• Failure to cross-timn and to discontinue a "problem" activity 

• Resistance to cutting back on exercise intensity, duration or frequency 

• Neglect of work or family responsibilities to spend time working out 

• Keeping.extensive logs or records_of exercise sessions 

• Denial that there is a problem 

Once an addicted athlete admits he has a problem, intervention by a 
physician as well as a mental-health professional will be required. 

It is best to practice moderation in your exercise program and to allow 
adequate time for rest and recovery.
